THE CITY OF DECATUR. 


IU IiutliullvD*, II* Stanofiwtorles, aud 
Its B>ler]irl«lDK People. 


NUMBER I. 


Within a few years Decatnr has 


become a railroad centre of great 
importance in central Illinois, and it 
now ranks among; the first in busi- 
ness importance in the stats. As it 
may be of general interest to the 
reader, we shall give a brief trace of 
its growth and prosperity ap to the 
present tiixe. 


In the jear 1836, it was but a lit- 


tle, straggling hamlet of a few hous- 
es situated about or near the old 
square 
It was in the above year 


that municipal organization 
was 


adopted under the general law, and 
Richard Oglesby, nacle of Governor 
Oglesby, was elected president of the 
first board of trustees. 


Soon after the village organization, 


the spirit of speculation became rife, 
and town lots sold at fabulous prices, 
and additions to the town were soon 
laid out With this spirit of fancied 
prosperity the village had increased 
its popnlation to about five hundred 
inhabitants in 1842. 
From this date 


to 1852, there was but very little im- 
provement or increase in population . 


A new and substantial impetus was 


given to the town in the above year. 
when work was commenced in the 
construction of the Illinois Central 
railroad. From that time forward 
the growth of Decatur has been con- 
tinuous and substantial. 


In 1856 the town had reached such 


proportions that it was deemed ad- 
visable to incorporate as a city with 
special privileges. Another charter 
with enlarged powers was granted by 
the legislature in 1867, and amended 
as it now exists in February, 1869. 


At this writing, the city of Decatnr 


covers an area of about three square 
mi leg, and has a population of over 
15,000 inhabitants. It is situated on 
the north bank of the Sangamon riv- 
er, a point neaily at the geographi- 
cal center of the state. The location 
is picturesque and well chosen, being 
high and undulating, thereby afford- 
ing a natural and healthy sewerage 
system. The streets are wide and 
commodious and are well fringed 
with shade and forest trees. Block 
after block of costly and substantial 
business houses are seen on every 
hand 
Many palatial residences of 


the latest style of architecture, are 
scattered throughout the city, peep- 
ing through the groves which sur- 
round them . The school and church 
buildings are models of their kind in 
cost and architecture. 


There are but few cities of the size 


of Decatnr that have its railroad fa- 
cilities, as it can be reached from 
twelve different directions by this

4. metallic telegraph polo luis been 


adapted by the Canadian Government 
Jor its telegraph lines ou the North- 
Western prairies. The pole is con- 
structed of inalleable galvanized iron 
ajld is 11 inches in diameter at the top 
and 2J inches m diameter at the bot- 
tom, and weighs less than fifty pounds. 
The bottom of the poleiisetintoaclaw- 
platp, upon which tho earth is closely 
packed to a height of about two feet. 
ifhon another plate is put into place 
firound tlm pole and the earth packed 
upon it to the level of the ground. The 
claw-plates take a hold in the ground 
6t once, so that the pole becomes 
nolidly fixeil immediately after being; 
set, which desideratum is only obtained 
by the ordinary wooden pole after it 
has been in the ground for at least a 
year. A recent test is said to have 
shown the great strength of the pole, 
as a heavj Xo. 6 government wire was 
strung and the poles subjected to the 
greatest possible strain, but without 
moving them in the least.—N. Y. Post.

Cattle Lice. 


All kinds of farm animals are more 


liable to attacks of lice in winter than 
in summer, because during the cold 
weather they are usually crowded in 
stables or yards that are not kept as 
clean and well ventilated as they should 
be. Colonel F. D. Curtis recommends 
the following for killing lice on cattle, 
and it is probably as good as any of the 
ointments made especially for this pur- 
pose. 
Mi '• hog's lard, and in it dis- 


solve salt 
le-third of the bulk of the 


grease; takj as much of this grease as 
will be required to smear the animal all 
over, and into the mixture pour kero- 
sene oil and stir it up. Two gills of 
the kerosene would be sufficient for a 
cow of ordinary size. One application 
will be sufficient to destroy the lice and 
leave the skin smooth and 
soft.—If.
